'•If the Gallagher amendment 


to the Green anti-screen law pass- 
es without the eiuergC'iicy clause 
attached to it there will be a re- 
ferendum election/' said Ex-sen- 
ator William Green, national sec- 
retary-treasurer ot the United 
.Mine Workers of America, to a 
Tribune man Monday, ''The am- 
endment itself would require but 
a majoiity vote but it the emerg- 
ency clause is attached \vhich 
would make it effective at once, a 
two-thirds vote would be required. 
The amendment is at present 
in 


the committee of the lower house, 
no recommendation having been 
made either way," continued Mr. 
Green. 


Would Repeal Law. 


Green is the author of the bill 


which the proposed amendment 
would kill entirely. The law as it 
now stands forces miners and op- 
erators to come to an agreement 
on the anti-screen basis .vhile the 
amendment cuts out'the compul- 
sory feature. If the amendment 
passes without the 
emergency 


clause attached -it wiir'rcquire 
ninety days under the referendum 
law before it can go into effect.

)laces in the eastern tneater of war 
and Its fall js a heavy, blow to Ger- 
nan and Austrian prestige, as it opens 
he way to the fortress of Cracow and 
hence into Silesia, the "gateway to 
lerlio." The Austro-Ge'nnau forces 
iave repeatedly made unsuccessful 
sorties in an effort to defeat the Rus- 
oians. The besieged troops have vir- 
tially been on short rations for weeks, 
;ve.i subsisting on norse flesh. 


The capture of Przemysl came after 


hree campaigns, the first of. which 
was launched in September. For more 
than seven months fighting has been 
in progress near PrzemysKor the dis- 
trict of which it .has been the center. 


Przemvsl was invested three times 


during the seven months of desperate 
conflicts that marked the Russians' 
operations in Galiria. 
It was twice 


relieved by the Austrians, but on their 
third investment the RCssians thraw 
about it a cordon of steel that could 
not be broken. 


Przemjsl is about 300 miles north- 


east of Vienna, capital o£ Austria, and 
about 130 mile's southeast of Cracow, 
one of lite objectives of tha Russian 
army. It is forty-five miles west of 
Lemberg. 


The town is the seat of a Roman 


Catholic and Greek Orthodox bishop, 
Us manufactures include machinery,
